THE CASE OF MR. BRANDEIS 


With the railroad brotherhoods awaiting a reply after the sub- 
mission of their plea for au advance in wages, and the railroad man- 
agements proclaiming that the demands are unreasonable and cannot 
be met without losses tfiat come near spelling disaster, civic and com- 
mercial bodies of the country are rapidly falling into line in voicing 
an'urgent request for arbitration of the differences. This is inspired 
by a regard for the interests of the general public and without pre- 
suming to indicate a belief that either party to the controversy is 
either right or wrong. 
Lideed, we have notetl from iio source out- 
side the immediate factions concerned any attempt to analyze the sit- 
uation in the interest of either the railroads or their trainmen. 
There 
is, however, a veiy general realization of the seriousness thai would, 
follow an open breach in the railroad world. 


It is a case in Avhich arbitrary action on the part of either side 
must inevitably be followed by ver^^ severe industrial prostration in 
which the public will bs the chief sufferer, and as a part of the pub- 
lic the railroad stockholders and the railroad employes must bear a 
share of the burden. 
As a matter of very evident fact, neither the 
railroad men nor the railroad managers want a strike. 
Each 
is 
axious for an amicable adjustment, and it has become reasonably 
certain the only avenue to such an outcome lies through arbitration. 
The problem inust be taken up and solved"by some impartial and dis- 
interestetl body wliich will play fair with tlie roads aiul fair with the 
men. 
With the opposing factions each standing steadfast the dead- 
lock promises to emlurc. 
Eacii is confident he is right and reason- 
able, and tliat llie other is clinging to a wholly untenable and unjusti- 
fiable position. The interests of the whole public arc much more vital 
than those of either of the opposing contenders. 
It is very vital that 
a just and fair arbitration proceeding bring the factions amicably 
together in an agreement for peace. 


Colo Younger, who a quarter of a centuiy and more ago 
figured 
largely as a notorious bandit, outlaw and robbei', and whose career 
supplied tlie basis for many of the dime-novel thrillers of those days, 
has just (lied in a little Missouri town at the age of 72 years. 
Jus- 
tic? overtook Younger as it is almost certain to overtake all of his 
ilk, and he paid the penalty of his crimes by a long term,in-prison. 
The noteworthy fact in the case, however, is that Younger lived long 
enough to see the error of his ways and to make plain by preach- 
ment and by practice his conviction that there is nothing but woe in 
the life of lawlessness that often lures the impressionable youngster. 
Cole Younger in his last years became devoutedly religious and 
sought so far as possible to atone for his earlier lawlessness. 
His es- 
timate of the futility of a life of crime "may well be accepted as au- 
thoritative.

vary widely, it appears fro mreports 
received here that the figure would be 
near a million and a half dollars. Esti-

Mrs. Jerry Carter, of St. Louis, Mo., 
who was a passenger on the Clover Leaf 
passenger train that was blown from 
the tracks into a ditch near Marion. 


Benjamin Ricketts and wife of Lo- 
gansport, parents of Milo Ricketts, who 
was killed when the home was crushed. 


Mrs. A. H. Nethercutt, of Trimmer, 
who was buried under a stove, receiving 
serious bums and bruises, when her 
home was blown down. 


Infant child of Arthur Erwiris, of 
jMonon, which was blown a distance of 
100 feet and probably fatally injured. 


John L. Alspach and wife, parenta 
of Gertrude, 
who 
were 
burned and 
bruised when their home was blown 
down, the wreckage taking fire. 


John Fulton and wife, who suffered 
internal injuries when their home was 
wrecked. 


Hundreds With Minor Injuries, 
It is estimated that hundreds of per- 
sons, including a score or more who were 
passengers on the overturned Clover Leaf 
passenger train, suffered minor injuries 
in the storm. 


Telephone and telegraph companies re- 
port himdreds of poles down in the 
storm area and several j>laccs in north- 
ern Indiana were without communica- 
tion of any sort. 
Manj^ roads were 
made impassable by uprooted trees be- 
ing blown across them. For these rea- 
sons it may be days before news from 
some ,of the rural districts will be re- 
ceived. 
It is known that many farm 
houses and bams have been destroyed 
and there was a heavy loss of live stock. 


The path of the destnictive part of 
tlie tornado varied from ten t twenty 
miles in width, with the brunt falling on 
\ATiite, Cass, Grant and Blackford coun- 
ties. The storm was felt in other coun- 
ties also, but much less severely, accord. 
Ing to the meager reports from the af- 
fected districts. 


The death of Clarence Wilson in Har- 
rison township, Cass county, wag one 
of the most tragic of the storm. Wilson 
went to his wrccked home and rfscued 
n yotinger brother, but was himself pin- 
ioned "imder a flying -timber. The wreck- 
age caught fire and Wilson was slowly 
burned to death.

and that therefore Yuan Shi Kai rejects 
Iko emperorship and resumes the presi- 
dency. 


Yuan Shi Kai wa-s elected president 
ot China in October, 1913, after centuries 
of Manchu rule. 
His term originally 
was to run for five years. Yuan immedi- 
ately began to rule the coimtry with a 
strong hand. 
Some prominent reformers 
were compelled to llee from China, tfie 
opposition party wasa expelled from par- 
liament, district councils were abolished 
and coiifusianism was restored. 


In August, 1914, the first talk of a 
return of the country to a monarchy 
began. 
It continued 
until 
December, 
1915, with much agitation against it. 
Then it was decided to re-establish the 
throne, 
" Japan, Russia and Great Britain pro- 
tested strongly against a cliange in gov- 
ernment and Y'uan ind'ifinitely postponed 
tlie time for ascendí g the throne. 


Almost 
immediately 
after the

nouncement that the monarchy would 
be restored there began a rebellion in 
the south, similar to that'which caused 
the,downfall of the Manchu djuasty and 
the election of Y'uan as president.

amusement, seemingly 
determined 
to 
hinder God from speaking 'to him about 
his state. 
And today there arc many 
young men and Avomen (and older ones 
too), who seem bent on banishing from 
their minds thoughts of eternity. 
In 
Isaiah'5 day the Lord complained of 
His 
people 
Israel 
in 
the 
following 
pathetic Avords: "The ox knoweth his 
owner, and the ass his master's crib; 
but Israel does not knoAv, 3iy people 
doth not consider." (Isa. 1:3). 


As the father of the young man felt 
that his life on earth Avas draAving to 
a close he summoned his son to his bed- 
side, and told hint that his time of de- 
parture had arrived, and expressed the 
desire that he Avould fulfil his dying re- 
quest. 
The son Avas deeply affected, 
and Avith tears in his eyes promised 
that he Avould do as his father desired 
him. "I Avant you," said the dying par- 
ent. "to promise me that CAcry night 
for twelve months after m.7,decease you 
Avill retire alone, read no book or paper, 
and ask yourself tAvo questions: 'What 
is eternity?' and 'Where shall I spend 
eternity?'" 


The evening after his father's death 
the young man AvithdrcAv into a quiet 
spot to consider the questions that had 
been proposed for his consideration. But 
the quarter of an hour seemed like an 
hour. 
Night after night he sacredly 
kept his promise until he became thor- 
oughl.y alarmed about the questions: 
"What is eternity?" and "Where shall 
I spend eternity?'' 
He Avas led to see 
that if he continued the course ho Avas' 
pursuing he must spend eternity in hell. 
As a poor guiltv, undone sinner he be- 
lieved on Christ, the sinner's Savior, 
and passed from death unto life, from 
darkness into light (.lohn 3:3f);5-24.) By 
accepting Christ as his Deliverer from 
the penalty and thraldom of sin he AA-a- 
enabled to sa3':

Let us for a fcAv moment consider the 
tAVo questions.

A deaf 
and dumb boy declared that it Avas the 
lifetime of the Almighty.

One says, 
"Eternity is a depth no geometry can 
mcasnre, no arithmetic can calculate, 
no language can express, no rhetoric can 
describe."

exhausted, eternitA' Avill be no nearer 
its termination.

11. "Where shall I spend eternity?" 
The second question is of the deepMt 
importance to each of us, and ought to 
be seriousl.y considered.

eternity?" but "Where shall I spend 
eternity?" 
God's Word reveals the fact 
that Ave must spend it in ceaseless mis- 
cry in the prison-house of hell, or in 
ineffable Joy Avith Christ in the glor3% 
Say not that "no one knoAvs Avhere he 
will spend etc^nit>^'' If the Bible is to 
be our guide, it tells us that the early 
Christians had no doubts as to where 
eternity Avas to be spent by them. The 
Apostle Paul, Avriting to the 
Corin- 
thians. said: "^Ve knoAv that if 
our 
eartiily house of this tabernacle wer« 
dissolved, we have a building of God, 
an house not made Avith hands, eternal 
in the heavens." 
"We are confident." 
"We 
are always confident." (2 Cor., 
r>:l-8)—are the Avords of hol.y Avri^ All 
who truly believe on Christ hare the 
assurance of a glorious eternity. Is tha 
reader safe for eternity? 
The way to 
be saved and knoAv it is to believe on 
the Lord Jesus and obtain "everlasting 
life" as a free gift (John 6-47). Though 
"the Avages of sin is death" Ave are as- 
sured that "the gift of God is eternal 
life" (Rom,. 6-23), and j'ou can have it 
as you read these lines: "He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath everlasting life; 
and he that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life, but the wrath of God abid- 
eth on him." (John 3-36). 


AVliere Avill you spend eternity? There 
are but tAvo classes of persons in God's 
sight—the saved and the unsaved—two 
families—children" of wrath and children 
of God—tAAo states—justified and con- 
demned—tAvo roads—the broad and the 
narroAv—tAvo destinies—heaven and, hell, 
eternal bliss and eternal misery.

well-balanced and dlverstfled business. 
In certain instances it m a y pay better

better than all others the ptioduction 
of It increases rapidly and soon 
the 
price falls to the point w h e r e 
other 
crops 
or 
products 
are 
equally 
as' 
profitable. 
Diversified 
f a m i i n g 
is 
often confused with farming' 
where 
there is a little of everj'thlng and not 
much 
of anything:. 
Either 
extreme 
lessens the chances of success. 
When 
t h e price of certain crops is very low 
then live stock usually becomes de- 
sirable. 
However, if the returns per 
animal are poor, cash crops even at a 
low ^price are essential. 
A well-bal- 
anced business insures against 
losses 
and provides a much better 
utiliza- 
tion of the labor and equipment.

Straightening 


Crooked Trees 


Young trees with crooked 
trunks, 
either f r o m wind 
pressure 
or 
f r o m 
distortion 
in 
the 
nursery 
may 
be 
straightened 
easily, as follows: 
Be- 
fore the sap starts in the spring make 
about three parallel sHts 
lengthwise 
of the trunk on the concaved side of 
the trunk. 
This 
arrest the 
flow 
of sap at t h a t point, causing the bark 
to thicken. 
This in turn will produce 
a gnarled spot in the wood, like 
a 
wedge, exerting its force at right an- 
gles to the trunk, straightening 
out 
the moFt obstinate deformities. 
But 
this must be done while the tree is 
young, 
or 
the 
bark-wedge 
cannot 
exert 
sufficient 
force 
to 
bend 
the 
crooked trunk. 
This scheme is par-

'Illinois way' of landscape 
gardening 
that will be like an old-fashioned ship 
—every Une for use, and not a single 
dollar for mere show. 
Let us plant 
only what is necessary, profitable or 
reasonable, and the result cannot help 
being beautiful!

Clearly the first step then Is 
to

This may cost something for material 
and labor, but it is worth it. because 
it hides that outbuilding or ash-heap 
without delay, both s u m m e r and win- 
ter. 


"The salability of a property Is often 
influenced 
by

impression 
which the public gets of the house. 
If 
you see a house too f a r away. It seems 
mean or small; if you turn a corner 
and are suddenly confronted by the 
house, the approach is too abrupt.

house should be first seen f r o m the 
point where It appears to the

advantage. 
R e m e m b e r 
this 
when 
choosing a site for j-our new house. 
If the location is fixed, can't you re- 
arrange your drive? 
For instance, if 
the house is visible too f a r away, curve

Washing and Leaching 
of Manure 


Farmers have been so accustomed to 
throw the manure from the stable in a 
pile in the barnyard, and l e a w it until 
it isrconvenient to haul it to the fields, 
that they do not give the matter of 
loss 
by 
washing 
and 
leaching 
any 
consideration. 
Usually but little of tha 
value of the solids of the manure 1» 
lost in the .stable, but gi'eat losses oc- 
cur a f t e r It is thrown in a pile. 
Th® 
manure in the stable, saturated by the 
urine contains more than .fiO per cent 
water. 
The moisture in the manvire 
holds in solution the greater part of 
the 
plant 
foods which 
th^ 
manur« 
contains. 
When the rains fall upon 
the manure and the water from th® 
melted snow soaks into it, the Jeachin^ 
process 
carries 
away 
much 
of 
th« 
soluble plant foods and it is lo?t be- 
yond recoverA-. for it Is either carried 
away in the water as it flows in the 
surface to the stream.s, or sinks into 
the ground 
where, f o r all 
practical 
purposes, it is wasted.

GUARDING THE WATER SUPPLY FROM CONTAMINATION 


In thousands of f a r m homes, Jt is 
now possible to find up-to-date water 
systems, providing both hot and cold 
water for the bathroom, the Iaundr>', 
the kitchen sink, and various 
other 
parts of the house and barn. 


W h e n a water system is once in- 
stalled, 
the 
f a r m e r 
and 
his 
family 
usually wonder how they ever 
man- 
aged to get along without it before, 
and seldom regret the cost. 
Yet, in 
spite of the comparative 
ease 
with 
which the average f a r m home can be 
equipped 
with 
many 
of 
these 
con-

venlences, how often do we find the 
country 
household 
still 
depending 
upon the distant spring, the open well, 
or at best the' out-of-doors lift pump 
to supply the hundreds 
of tons of 
water 
required 
for 
each 
household 
every year? 


Inquiry usually develops the 
fact 
ithat the old methods are still retained 
^for one or the other of the following 
reasons: namely, 
the cost of 
sewer 
•ystems is assumed to be prohibitive, 
jr else the possibilities of fully utll- 
g the existing water supply have 
lever been carefully 
explained 
and 
^brought to the farmers' notice. 


So well is it known that many se- 
Frious 
diseases 
are 
transmitted 
to 
human beings through the water sup- 
ply. that certain of these diseases have 
come to be called "water borne" dis- 
eases. 
Chief among the diseases of 
this type are typhoid fever, dysentery 
and other Intestinal disorders. 
The

germs which cause these diseases or- 
dinarily 
enter 
the 
water 
supply 
through surface wash or run-off fol- 
lowing a rain. 


A well can be protected from pollu- 
tion of this kind 
by extending 
the 
tight 
casing 
or lining 
six or 
eight 
inches aboA'^e the ground and covering 
witli a water tight concrete curb hav- 
ing a slope, away f r o m the center, in 
ever>' direction. 
This cover 
should 
extend a t least one foot beyond 
the 
edge of a dug well, and should never 
be less than seven feet in 
diameter 
for a driven well- 
A drain 
trough 
should, of course, be provided to catch 
the drip and convey it away to a safe 
distance. 
An 
open 
drain 
passing 
around the well at a distance of four 
or five feet f r o m this curb and lead- 
ing off to t h e drip drain tile will help 
prevent the entrance of surface waters 
that wash down f r o m a higher point. 


In many cases, however, the diffi- 
culty is of a more serious 
nature. 
The stratification of the clay, gravel, 
and rocks through which the well is 
sunk, may be such as to cause perco- 
lating water from a nearby source of 
Infection to be lead directly into the 
well. 
In other instances the soil sur- 
rounding 
the 
well 
may 
become 
so 
thoroughly 
and so constantly 
satu- 
rated with 
polluted seepage 
waters 
that it will no longer perform its func- 
tion as a filter, and germ-laden waters 
are allowed to pass Into the well. 
For 
these reasons the location of the well 
is of prime Importance. 


Considered -from the standpoint of 
convenience, the well should be lo- 
cated as near the kitchen as possible. 
But whenever such location would in- 
volve any 
danger 
of 
contamination 
due to surface drainage or to an in- 
adequate 
kitchen 
sewerage 
dlspOMl 
system, a location on higher ground 
and above this source of contamination 
should 
be 
selected. 
Select 
a 
site 
where 
drainage 
and 
seepa|se 
from 
barnyards, 
stock 
pens, 
and 
manure 
pits lead away from the well rather 
than toward It, 


Driven and drilled wells are much 
safer than dug -.-ells, not only because 
the 
former are 
usually 
sunk 
to 
a 
greater depth but because they are 


lined with an Impervious metal casing 
which prevents the entrance of per- 
colating surface waters. 
Dug 
wells 
can, however 
be lined with 
concrete 
(or brick in concrete) casing and are 
thereby greatly Improved. 


In certain sections potable 
under- 
ground waters are hard to obtain and 
cisterns must be constructed to collect 
and 
store 
rain 
water 
for 
drinking 
purposes. 
W h e n the cistern Is prop- 
erly 
constructed 
and 
kept 
properly 
cleaned, stored rain is very acceptable 
for drinking purposes and 
certainly 
quite desirable for the laundry. 
Re- 
garding the construction and arrange-

ment of the cistern, a prominent au- 
thority. Robert W. Trullinger, states 
as follows: 


"The cistern should be of 
water- 
tight construction, to prevent leakage 
and to prevent pollution from neigh- 
boring soil. 
It should have an over- 
flow drain and a tight cover. 
There 
should also be suitable provision for 
straining or Altering the water pre- 
vious to its entrance to the cistern. 


"Concrete is probably the most sani- 
tary and durable material for cisterns. 
In general, the walls and floor should 
be 6 or 8 inches thick and well rein- 
forced and the concrete 
should 
be 
carefully proportioned and mixed. 
A 
mixture of one part cement to 2 or 
2 ^ parts of clean, sharp sand and 4 or 
6 
parts 
of 
clean 
and 
fairly 
small 
crushed rock or gravel is satisfactory 
for fairly water-tight concrete. 
The 
inside surface should be coated with 
a 1 to 2 cement mortar."

Fighting Moths 


With Parasites 


Over 
12,000,000 specimens 
of 
two 
parasites 
which 
prey 
on 
the 
gip^y 
moth and brown-tail moth were re- 
leased in 201 towns in Maine, 
New 
Hampshire. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island 
during the fall of 1914 
and 
spring of 1915, according to the annual 
report of the Bureau of Entomology, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


As a result of the successful estab- 
lishment of colonies of thrse and other 
parasites 
which 
feed 
on the 
gipsy 
and brown-tail moths, marked prog- 
ress is being made In reducing these 
pests. 
Effective co-operation Is being 
afforded by the States, which 
carry 
on as much work as possible within 
the Infested areas, thus allowing the 
Federal authorities to carry on 
field 
work along the outer border of in- 
festation, BO as to retard the 
gipsy 
moth's spread. 


I^IEASURES OP FARM E I ^ C I E N C Y . 


There are certain factors on which 
the success of a farm business usually 
depends. 
From 
these it is 
usually 
possible 
to determine 
not only 
the 
good points in a system of farming 
but also its deficiencies. 
The 
latter 
being known, the method of improv- 
ing the system becomes evident. 


On a great majority of farms, suc- 
cess is primarily dependent on three 
important factors. 
These are (1) the 
size of the farm business; 
(2) 
the 
yields of the crops and the returns 
per animal, representing the quality 
of the farm business; and (3) the di- 
versity 
of the business. 
Of 
course 
many other things have their influence, 
but the farmer whose business is effi- 
cient in these three respects is gen- 
erally successful. 
Those farms that 
are excellent in pone of these respects 
almost 
universally 
fall. 
Those 
de- 
ficient in one or two may succeed, but 
their chances of success are greatly 
lessened. 


ARRANGING AND PLANTING THE VEGETABLE GARDEN 


The size of the garden will depend 
primarily upon the amount of 
land 
available. 
On the farm, where 
any 
amount 
of 
land 
the 
owner 
desires 
can be reserved for a garden, vege- 
tables to be stored for winter as well 
as 
the 
s u m m e r 
supply, 
should 
be 
grown. 
On the village lot, spa^ce may 
be Insufficient to grow more than the 
summer's supply, and It may also be 
necessary to leave out certain 
vege- 
tables that require a large amount of 
space. 
On a city lot, the space avail- 
able for growing vegetables Is neces- 
sarily 
small, 
and 
plantings 
must 
usually be confined to those vegetables

in long rows rather than in beds; and 
horse power is sul^ituted for hand 
power wherever po^feible. 
In the vil- 
lage and the city, the vegetables must 
usually be planted as closely as the 
nature of their growth will permit.

m^y be wise not to undertake the*

growing of some of the more exacting 
crops. 
Whatever the space to be de- 
voted to gardening, the crops to be 
grown should be decided upon 
long 
before the time of planting. 


In planning the garden, it is well to 
arrange the vegetables in the order in 
which they are to be planted. 
This 
facilitates the preparation of the land 
for planting, and makes it possible to 
maintain the unpianted portion In a 
good friable condition with the least 
expenditure of labor. 
In order 
that 
the vegetables may be so arranged, It 
Is necessary to know the proper time 
for planting each crop. 
This depends 
primarily upon the temperature 
and 
moisture requirements of the particu- 
lar crop in question. 


The arrangement of the garden as 
to length of rows and time of planting. 
Is not thé only labor-saving feature 
that should characterize the 
typical 
farmer's 
graden. 
Field 
methods 
should be practiced in preparing the 
land for planting, and as much pre- 
liminary work done In the fall as is 
possible, for the sake of both securing 
an 
early 
garden 
and 
redticlng 
the 
amount of labor in spring. 
After the 
land is cleared of refuse from preced- 
ing crops, it should be heavily ma-, 
nured. and plowed In the fall. 
The 
amount of manure to be applied,will 
depend somewhat upon the fertility of 
the land, but more largely upon the 
trueness of the farmer's conception of 
the plant food requirements of garden 
crops. 
The best gardens are possible 
only 
where 
plant 
food 
1.» supplied 
much more liberally than Is considered 
ample for field crops- 
Forty tons of 
manure per acre Is a very moderate 
application for garden crops, and this 
amount should be applied 
annually, 
even on soils already rich, if maxi- 
mum crops of vegetables' are tq, /oe 
grown. 


The plowing under of manure in th* 
fall hastens the drying out of the ^oil 
in the spring, so that planting may 
begin earlier than if the manuring and 
plowing were deferred until 
spring. 
This Is both because the soil actually 
dries out earlier, and also because no 
time is lost in manuring or plowing 
after the soil has reached 
workable 


condition. 
It often happens that early 
in the spring when the cool 
season 
crops should be planted, the soil re- 
mains in ideal condition for working 
only a brief period, and then becomes 
so thoroughly 
wet by copious 
rains 
that f u r t h e r garden work is preclude€ 
for two or three week.s. If the manur- 
ing and plowing have been don© in 
the fall, , it is often possible to plant 
the early vegetables in the brief period 
during which the soil is fit to work, 
while 
otherwise 
this 
entire 
period

might be expended In making prepar»- , 
tlons, and the actual planting neces- 
sarily deferred until the next time the 
soil was dry. 


If the land has, been manured 
and 
plowed in the fall, and is worked at 
the proper time in spring, very little 
labor is necessarj- In the preparation 
of a seed-bed for the early planting. 
Boll 
containing 
sufficient humus 
to 
grow vegetable crops advantageously, 
can be fitted for planting without tt.* 
use of hand tools. If the precautio'n 
taken to work it at the exact time it 
reaches the right degree of drj-ness. 
It will then crumble readll.v, and 
a 
seed-bed can bo prepared by the use 
of a disk, harrow 
and planker. 
A 
sled marker Is also very useful. 
T h e 
use of these tools saves an enormous 
amount of labor, and is a vast 
im- 
provement 
over the 
old method 
of 
using "only a hoe and a rake.

There 
is, however, a very general realization of the seriousness that would 
follow an open breach in the railroad world.

Hundreds With Minor Injuries. 


Tt is estimated that hundreds of per- 


sons, including ii score or more who were 
passengers on the overturned Clover Leaf 
passenger train, suffered minor injuries 
in the storm. 


Telephone and telegraph companies re- 


port hundreds of poles down in the 
storm area and several places in north- 
ern Indiana were without communica- 
tion of any ksort. 
Many roads were 


made impassable by uprooted trees be- 
ing blown across them. For these rea- 
sons it may be days before news from 
some of the rural districts will be re- 
ceived. It is known that many farm 
houses and barns -have been destroyed 
and there was a heavy loss of live stock. 


The '-path of the destructive part $of 


the tornado varied from ten t twenty 
miles in width, with the brunt falling'-on 
\\1rite, Cass, Grant and Bkckford coun- 
ties. The storm was felt in other coun- 
ties also, but much less severely, Record- 
ing to the meager reports from the af- 
fected districts. 


The death 01 Clarence Wilson in Har- 


lison township, Cass county, was one 
of the most tragic of the storm. Wilson 
went to his wrecked home and rescued 
a younger brotlfer, but was himself pin- 
ioned under a flying timber. The wreck, 
age caught fire and Wilson was slowly 
burned to death.

FIVE THOUSAND HOMELESS. 


Lighted Toy Balloon Cause of Big Fire 


at East Nashville, Tenn. 


_ Nashville, Tenn., -March 23.—Citizens, 
civilians and church organizations of 
Nashville today were caring for o.OOO 
persons made homeless by the tire that 
swept East Nashville late 
yesterday, 


destroying tiuu' residences, causing one 
death and a property loss of $1,500,000. 
National guardsmen, called out by Gov- 
,e>rnor Rye. patrollcc the burned area to 
protect property 
ami prevent looting. 


The one fatality was that of a negro. 
Many other persons were injured, hut 
none seriously. 


The blaze started from a lighted bal- 


loon thrown into a grassy vacant lot 
by a boy. 
A planing mill lirst was de- 


stroyed. The flames quickly spread to 
an extensive negro settlement, where, 
fanned by a high wind, every house was 
consumed. 
The 
conflagration 
then 


broke into 
two 
distinct 
blazes, one 


flow-ing east on Seventh .street and the 
other down Fifth avenue. An area of 
thirty blocks was swept clean, which 
included many of thc costly residences 
of Nashville, several churches and one 
charitable institution.

Yuan Shi Kai Rejects Em- 


perorship and Resumes 


Presidency. 


Peking, March 23.—A state depart- 


ment mandate issued last night an- 
nounces the abandonment of the mon- 
archy and resumption of the republic. 


The mandate says tho revolution 


shows that the demand for a monarchical 
form of government is not unanimous 
end that therefore Yuaa Shi Kai rejects 
Ike emperorship and resumes the presi- 
dency. 


Yuan Shi Kai wag elected president 


ot China in October, 1913, after centuries 
of Manchu rule. 
His term originally 


was to run for five years. Yuan immedi- 
ately began to rule the country with a 
strong hand. Some prominent reformers 
were compelled to flee from China, the 
opposition party wasa expelled from par- 
liament, district councils were abolished 
and confusianism was restored. 


In August, 1914, the first talk of a 


return of the country to a monarchy 
began. 
It continued until 
December, 


1915, with much agitation ngainst it 
Then it was decided to re-establish the 
throne. 


Japan, Russia and Great Britain pro- 


tested strongly against a change in gov- 
ernment and Yuan indefinitely postponed 
thc time for ascending the throne. 


Almost immediately 
after the an- 


nouncement that thc monarchy would 
bo restored there began a rebellion in 
the south, similar to that which caused 
the downfall of the Manchu dynasty and 
the election of Yuan, as president.

of Manure 


Farmers have been so accustomed t<> 


throw the manure from the stable In a. 
pile in the barnyard, and leave It until 
it is convenient to haul it to the field*, 
[that they do not give the matter of 


oss by washing and leaching any 
onsideration. Usually but little of th« 
alue of th« solids of the manure Is 
oat in the stable, but great losses oc- 
ur after it is thrown In a pile. Th» 
manure in the stable, saturated by th« 


rine contains more than 50 per cent 
water. 
The moisture In the manure 


iolds in solution the greater part of 
he plant foods which the manure 
ontalns. 
When the rains fall upon 


he manure and the water from th» 
netted snow soaks into it. the leaching 
process carries away much of th« 
lolubl* plant foods and it is lost be- 
•ond recovery, for it is either carried 
away in the water as it flows in the 
surface to the streams, or sinks into 
thft ({round where, for all practical 
purposes, it is wasted.

Even a house 


that Is false and ugly may have some 
good detail. 
Study once more the 


house you think hopeless, and hold 
your hands before your pyes In such 
a. way as to hide the bud and show the 
good. 
Then see if you cannot find 


trees that will do the work In a rea- 
sonable time. 


"You can greatly Increase the value 


of your property by planting the right 
sort of trees at either end of your 
house, so as to frame a picture of your 
home. Many R rich man In the East 
pays hundreds of dollars extra for a 
farm because the old house Is sur- 
rounded by century-old elms. 
He 


builds a. big new house under the old 
trees and at once, it looks old and 
mellow. 
Tho pioneers thought only 


of- shade and shelter from the wind 
and so they commonly planted trees 
all around the farmhouse, generally 
too near one another and too close to 
the. house. 
Consequently, the houses 


look dark, damp, and gloomy in win 
ter, while in summer they look hot and 
stuffy. 
The best 'thing is to cut ou 


enough of the old trees to give some 
light and air. and frame a view of the 
house from the road. The ideal tree 
for framing the view of your house 
Is one that will give enough sunlight 
and enough shade, enough shelter and

usually wonder how they ever man- 
aged to get along without it before, 
and seldom regret the cost. Tet, in 
spite of tho comparative ease with 
which the average farm home can be

A drain trough 


"hould, of course, be provided to catch 
the drip and convey it away to a safe 
distance. 
An open drain 
passing 


around the well at a distance of four 
or five feet from this curb and lead- 
Ing oft to the drip drain tile will help 
prevent the entrance of surface waters 
that -wash down from a higher point. 


In many cases, however, the diffi- 


culty Is of a more serious nature. 
The stratification o* tho clay, gravel, 
and rocks through which the well is 
sunk, may be such as to cause perco- 
lating water from a nearby source of 
Infection to be lead directly into the 
well. In other Instances the soil sur- 
rounding the well may become so 
thoroughly and so constantly satu- 
rated with polluted seepage waters 
that it will no longer perform its func- 
tion as a filter, and germ-laden -water 
aro allowed to pass Into the well. For 
these reasons the location of tho wel 
Is of prime Importance. 


Considered from the standpoint o 


convenience, the well should be lo- 
cated as near the kitchen as possible. 
Bat whenever *uch location would In- 
volve any danger of contamination 
dus to surface drainage or to an in- 
adequate kitchen sewerage disposal 
system, a location on higher ground 
and above this source of contamination 
should be selected. 
Select a site 


where drainage and seepage from 
barnyards, slock pens, and manure 
pits lead away from the well rather 
than toward it. 


Driven and drilled wells ara much 


safer than dug —ells, not only because 
the former are usually sunk to a 
greater depth but because they ara 


ined with an Impervious metal casing 


ich prevents the entrance of per- 


colating surface waters. 
Bug wells 


can, however, be lined with concrete 
!or brick In concrete) casing and are 
:hereby greatly improved. 


In certain sections potable under- 


ground waters are hard to obtain and 
cisterns must be constructed to collect 
and store, rain water for drinking 
purpose*. When the cistern is prop- 
erly constructed and kept properly 
cleaned. stored rain Is very acceptable 
'or drinking purposes and certainly 
quite desirable for the laundry. Re-

tary and durable material for cisterns 
In general, the walls and floor should 
bo.« or 8 Inches thick and well rein- 
forced and tho concrete should be 
carefully proportioned and mixed. A 
mixture of one part cement to 1 or 
Z',-, parts of clean, sharp sand and * or 
& parts of clean and fairly small 
crushed rock or gravel is satisfactory 
for fairly water-tight concrete.

As a result of the successful estab- 


Ichment of colonies of thf ge and other 
parasites which feed on the gipsy 
%nd brown-tali moths, marked prog- 
ess Is being made in reducing these 
pests. 
Effective co-operation Is being 


ifforded by the States, which carry 
m as much work as possible within 
.he infested areas, thus allowing the 
federal authorities to carry on field 
vork along the outer border of in- 
festation, so as to retard the gipsy 
moth's spread. 


MEASURES OP FAKM EFFICIENCY. 


There are certain factors on which 


the success of a farm business usualb 
depends. 
From these it Is usually 


possible to determine not only th 
good points In a system of farming 
but also Its deficiencies. 
The latter 


being known, the method of improv- 
ing the system becomes evident. 


On a great majority of farms, suc- 


cess is primarily dependent on three 
Important factors. These are (1) the 
size of the farm business: (2) the 
yields of the crops and the return 
per animal, representing the quality 
o£ the farm business; and (3) the di 
versity of the business. 
Of course 


many other things have their Influence 
but the farmer whose business is effl 
dent in these three respects is gen 
erally successful. Those farms tha 
are excellent In none of the«e respects 
almost universally fail. 
Those de- 


ficient in one or two may succeed, but 
their chances of success are greatly 
lessened. 


ARRANGING AND PLANTING THE VEGETABLE GARDEN 


The size of the garden will depend 


irirnarily upon the amount of land 
vailable. 
On the farm, where any 


amount ot land the owner desires 
an be reserved for a garden, vege- 
ables to be stored for winter as well 
a the summer supply, should be 
rrown. On the village lot. space may

growing of some of the more exacting 
crops. Whatever the space to be de- 
voted to gardening, the crops to be 
grown should be decided upon long 
before the time of planting. 


In planning the garden, It is well to 


arrange the vegetables in the order in 
which they are to be planted. This 
facilitates the preparation of the land 
for planting, and makes it possible to 
maintain the unplanted portion in a 
good friable condition with the least 
expenditure of labor. In order that 
the vegetables may be so arranged, it 
Is necessary to know the proper time 
for planting each crop. This depends 
primarily upon the temperature and 
moisture requirements of/the particu- 
lar crop In question. 


The arrangement of the garden as 


to length of rows and time ot planting, 
is not the only labor-saving feature 
that should characterize the typical 
farmer's 
graden. 
Field 
methods 


should be practiced in preparing the 
land for planting, and as much pre- 
liminary work done In the fall as is 
possible, for the sake of both securing 
an early garden and reducing the 
amount of labor in spring. After tho 
land li cleared of refuse from preced- 
ing crops, it should be heavily ma- 
nured, and plowed in the fall. 
The 


amount of manure to be applied will 
depend somewhat upon the fertility ot 
the land, but more largely upon the 
trueness of the farmer's conception of 
the plant food requirements of garden 
crops. The best gardens are possible 
only where plant food Is supplied 
much more liberally than is considered 
ample for field crops- Forty tons of 
manure per acr« Is a very moderate 
application for garden crops, and this 
amount should be applied annually, 
even on soils already rich, if maxi- 
mum crops ot vegetables are to bo 


condition. It often happens that early 
in the spring when the cool season 
crops should be planted, the soil re- 
mains in- ideal condition for working 
only a brief period, and then becomes 
so thoroughly wet by copious ram* 
that further garden work is preclud«4 
for two or three weeks. If the manur- 
ing and plowing have been, done in 
the fall. It is often possible to plant 
the early vegetables in the brief period 
during which the soil is fit to work, 
while otherwise this entire period 


grown. 


The plowing under of manure in tho 


fall hasten*.the drying out of the soil 
In the spring, so that planting may 
begin earlier than If the manuring and 
plowing were deferred until spring. 
This is both because the soil actually 
dries out earlier, and also because no 
time is lost. In manuring or'plowing 
after ths soil has reached workable

might be expended In making prepara- 
tions, and the actual planting neces- 
sarily deferred until the next'time tha 
soil was dry. 


If the land has been manured and 


plowed in the fall, vand is worked at 
the proper time in spring, very little 
labor is necessary in the preparation 
of a seed-bed for the early planting. 
Soil containing sufficient humus to 
grow vegetable crops advantageously, 
can be fitted tor planting without tfe* 
use of hand tools, it tho precaution .& 
taken to work It at the exact time it 
reaches the right degree of dryness. 
It will then crumble readily, and ft 
seed-bed can be prepared by tho use 
ot a disk, harrow and planker. A 
sled marker Is also very useful. Tho 
use of these tools saves an enormous 
amount of labor, and Is a vast im- 
provement over the old method ot 
using only a hoe and a rake-
